No American Federation of Labor Union

with the Miners.

Ilutte, Mont., Feb. 12. Endorsement
by the Silver Bow Trades and Labor as-

sembly, an American Federation of La-

bor organization, of the strike of Metal
Mine Workers (independent), and Metal
Mine Workers' union No. 800, I. W. W.,
effective, has lidded to the complications
of the labor situation in Butte.

No American Federation of Labor un-
ion yet has voted to strike in sympathy
with the miners, despite the action of
the central labor body.

The electricians, "machinists, black-
smiths and structural iron workers are
unions with American Federation of La-

bor affiliations which have taken cog-
nisance of the strike, voting that their
member would not work until the con-

troversy with the miners is settled. The
recommendation that unions not voting
to strike, vote to remain away from
work was said to be to enable unions
which operate under international char-
ters to grant authority to members to
remain off duty without infringing char-
ter provisions forbidding strikes in sym-
pathy with organizations not affiliated
with the American Federation of Labor.

A GREAT LOAN
LOOKS SMALLER

Egg Prices Remain Firm and Butter
Prices Are Unchanged.

Boston, Feb. 12. Those who expected
to see local jobbing prices on eggs drop
Monday because of the smash in the Chi-

cago market on Saturday were disap-
pointed. As a matter of fact the local
egg market is very firm. Receipts have
not been as heavy as expected and the
demand has increased materially since
the recent readjustment of values. The
result is that the Boston market is well
cleaned up on eggs, which accounts for
the disregard of the Chicago market. As
a matter of fact., the Chicago market
Monday came back I'ic a dozen.

Local butter prices are unchanged, ac-

cording to the jobbers, notwithstanding
the fact that advices from New York
and Chicago are firmer. Boston receipts
of butter are comparatively heavv and
although the demand has improved dur-
ing the past fortnight the market each
day is not cleaning up as well as it
might. Because of this fact the jobbers
did not feel justilied in advancing prices.

The Five Billions at $50 Apiece Should
Be Compared with What the

Kaiser Wanted.

Preparations are already making for
the fifth Liberty loan, which the people
of the United States will lie asked to
make toward the world war. It will
come in the spring, probably sometime
early in April.

The total amount will probably be
somewhere near the size of the fourth
loan. A five billion dollar total looks
large, but it does not look as large as it
did in 1917 to a people 100 ,000.000 strong
who have learned to save and lend to the
government.

When this loan looks insignificant and
puny, even if it is put on top of all the
loans which preceded it, is when it is
compared side by side with the billions
Germany would have demanded of Amer-
ica if the kaiser had won the war.

This is the way to compare the two
possible endings of the war. Put one
beside the other, the two chances of pay-
ing for the cost of the world war which
the people, of this country had before
them one year ago.

The United States has come into vic-

tory and peace. One of the greatest
forces it employed to win victory was
the great fund which the people put into
its hands to fight for civilization.

But the government has not yet,
financed the needs of the last chapter of
elfort. Three months hence it will ask
for a loan with which to accomplish this
work. It will call in the fifth loan for
money to pay the expenses of peace and
reconstruction.

The men and women of the country
who must furnish the funds for the fifth
loan are doubly blessed. Thay have at
the same time the liberty won by (tie
war and the bonds of the government
taken in other loans. They know now
that they can never be made to contrib-
ute to any kaiser. Ami there are 0

of them in all.
What the Victorious Fifth loan pro-

poses is that this 100,000,000 people shall
lend the government about $."0 apiece.

This does not seem a large amount
from each person. It is not a large sum
to lend at substantial Interest on un-

equalled security, for the inal settle-
ment in the war.

Each one knows that it is a loan, that
it is not payment to the kaiser but a loan
for liberty.

A mighty national sentiment has shaped
iteelf in the form- - of hospitality and
enveloped thr president in all the sym-
bols of welcome. Nor would one attenu-
ate Mr. Wilson into a mere aspect as he
stands in the midst of Britain's men as
they extend to him flesh and blood hands.
These men welcome him not only be-

cause he represents the United States,
but also he himself is for them the em-

bodiment of much that both Britain and
the United States fought for in the war
for which fhey are preparing to live and
strive for in the days of peace. It is
true enough that the Englishmen know
that back of the president is the United
States, and that Britain's welcome of the
president is a manifestation of good will
would do well to keep in mind it is also
true nd here is something that we
who may disagree with Wilson at times
would do well to keep in mind it si also
true that, Britain sees in Mr. Wilson a
great exponent of the international jus-
tice, a great personal interpreter of the
idealism of our republic, and of the es-

sential, treaty-honorin- g justice of her
empire, and welcomes him as such. Sure-

ly, there is no sound-thinkin- American
who can lie less than glad that England,
in her hour of hard-wo- victory, in-

stinctively feels that an American pres-
ident stands personally as well as repre-
sentatively squarely beside her, and all
the free, hopeful peoples, as she under-
takes her share of solving the great

Lloyd Geotge's Victory.
A victory for the coalition parties

headed by Lloyd George has been taken
for granted, ami under the conditions
was almost inevitable. Whether the de-

gree of its succe.i, as revealed yester-
day by the counting of the votes, was
greater or less than might reasonably
have been expected it i difficult to say,
for even the political managers who have
made the largest claims have admitted
that there was a considerable uncertain-
ty, due specially to votes cast for the
fir-'- t time by women.

The most obvious and striking aspect
of the election, therefore, is the wreck-

ing of the liberal party. Mr. Asquith
himself has failed of election to Parlia-
ment, arrd so have two of his chief lieu-

tenants, Sir John Simon, formerly solicito-

r-general and home secretary, and
Reginald MeKenna, formerly ehancrllnr
of the exchequer. Places may later be
found for thce liberal leaders, under
the flexible British system, but what is
left for them to lead! The most de-

pressing part of the defeat, for the lib-

erals, is that they had no chance or a fair
fight; if they had pulled out altogether
and refused to present candidates under
such conditions, they would hardly have
been worse oil, and the silent protest
would have had force.

It is a pity that Mr. Asquith did not
rise to the opportunity at least tigivo
the country a clear-cu- t issue. With de-

feat in an ease inevitable, he might at
any rate have, broken ground for a new
liberal party, following the same course
as the labor leaders. They withdrew
from the coalition, not with the hope of
getting at present a great representation
in Parliament, but for the sake of put-
ting boldly before the country their prin-
ciple and their program and getting
a solid footing as a permanent, and grow-
ing political party. In consequence the
only real issues in the election have
been those called by the labor party;
the noitcoalition liberals have had no
leadership, and Mr. Asquith's weak ac-

quiescence in some of the least desirable
parts of the Lloyd George program went
far to deprive their vote of what moral
value it might have had as a protest.

Under these conditions it is not very
surprising that the labor party should
take second place and become for the
first time being the chief opposition
party. It also has suffered heavily from
the defeat of some of its leaders, in-

cluding Arthur Henderson, .1. Ramsey
MaeDonald and Philip Snowden. Let la-

bor has to so great an extent had to
organize outside of politics that its lead-
ers do not lose o much as those of other
parties by a political defeat and can
have great influence outside of Parlia-
ment The election may throw the par-

liamentary leadership of the party in-

creasingly on J. K. Clynes, who is among
the 12 labor candidates, including Will
Croker, who are returned unopposed.

On the face of it the election gives
to Lloyd George and the coalition un-

limited" power to do as they will, but
the real case may be far otherwise. Even
those liberals who fell in with the pro-

ject have been increasingly unhappy at
the way it has worked out, and the pre-
mier himself may not feel specially sati-

sfied with his position, which is un-

pleasantly like tliat of a trainer in a
cage of particularly hungry lions. lie is
supposed to be still a radical, but the
government which he heads is the most
tory in its complexion that Great Britain
has had in our time. Even on a pro-

gram of speeding-u- p the war he encoun-

tered opposition enough, and in his elec-

tion speeches he has concentrated on
like punishing the kaiser and ex-

ecuting a huge indemnity from Germany.
To what extent he could urge the reac-

tionary elements on which he depends
for support to undertake such a demo-

cratic constructive program as Great
Britain needs is yet to be seen; if he is
not like Joseph Chamberlain to go over
to the tories, his position may soon be-

come untenable in spite of the tremen-
dous majority which the election figures
indicate. .Springfield Republican.
